th» East Prussian frontier. Notwith- 
standing all their efforts, the Ked com- 
mand has failed to instil! in the Bol- 
shevik troops enough courage or en- 
ergy to resist the Poles, who. aft*r a 
few hours of almost desultory fight- 
ing, took possession of Ossovetz. op- 
ened a 
passage across the Bobr 


marshes, and reached the Augustowo 
lakes east of the East Prussian fron- 
tier, thus saining command of the 
whole of the southern aid* of that 
frontier as far as Augustowo. 


The Reds, driven back on the line 


of Augustowo-Grodno, are iii a good 
defensive position, on account of the 
forest and marshes which cover it. 
Consequently, it Is diSicult for the 
Poles to attack frontally owing to the 
nature of the ground and the fact that 
the Sanks of the enemy rest In the 
west on the German frontier and in 
the east on the Neiman river. The 
Soviet forces are concentrating In this 
region with the obpect of stopping the j "" 
Poles from extending their line east- 
ward. For this purpose, the Augus- 
towo-Grodno line constitutes a nank 
position so highly extolled by the lat« 
Karl voa Clausewitz, the German mas- 
ter of theoretical warfare.
